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Preface. 



WITH the idea of securing circulation for my Sans- 
krit Readers in Europe, I sent copies of them to- 
wards the close of 1901, one set to M. Sylvain Levi, Profes- 
Ror an College de France and another to Professor H. 
Jacobi, Bonn, Germany. Both of these gentlemen while com- 
mending the Readers for the idiomatic Sanskrit in which 
modern subjects and ideas were successfully expressed, were 
of opinion that the subject matter was not suitable to Euro- 
pean students who are generally grown up boys when they 
begin the study of Sanskrit, and that Readers of other con- 
tents would be welcome to them. M. Sylvain Levi added 
also that, should I ever think of compiling such a work, he 
would Le glad to communicate with me about the plan of 
the work and the matters to be included therein. On my 
agreeing to his suggestion, he prescribed towards the 
middle of 1902, as follows: — "The first part should 
consist in a summary description of classical India giving 
the Sanskrit names of the principal mountains, rivers, pro- 
vinces, towns of India, connected with the modern ones. 
Then a sketch of the ancient History of India up to the 
Musalman times, not intending of course to be a com- 
plete history, but marking the epochs: Buddha, Chandra- 
gupta and the Greeks, Asoka, the Indo-scythians, the Indo- 
Greeks, the Guptas and the Hindu revival, Harsha and Bhoja. 
Then the epic and legendary figures: Rama and the Rama- 
yana, the Pandavas and the Mah&bharata, Vikramaditya, 
Salivahana. A short chapter on Sanskrit literature. Then 
and that would be the most required part, sketches of actual 
Indian life, the Hindu boy at home, the same in the school; 
the day of a Pandita; the divine service in a Hindu Temple; 
a village and the peasants; lodgings, handicrafts, livings; 
the bazaar in a city, the merchants and the things sold; some- 
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clear and real hints on castes The style should 

be a plain one free from any research or pedantry, easy and 
flowing as suits the European mind." This book was there- 
upon prepared on the lines above indicated and the manu- 
scripts sent to the Professor about the close of 1903. In ac- 
cordance with his desire expressed, while returning the 
compilation with his entire approval, the proof sheets were 
all sent to him and he has carefully looked through the 
whole of them. 

A Map of India showing the positions of the ancient 
kingdoms and cities, and giving the ancient name3 of rivers, 
mountains, etc, as far as they have been ascertained and 
identified at present by the researches of orientalists, has 
been added to the book, for the purpose of giving definiteness 
and clearness to the conceptions about the ancient geography 
and history of India, as they would necessarily be only 
vague without it. 

Though undertaken and compiled at the instance of a 
European Professor for Kuropean students, the book especi- 
ally Part I dealing with ancient Geography and the major 
portion of Part II containing sketches of ancient History, I 
believe, would not be without use to Indian students as 
well, who wish to know something about the past history of 
their native land. 

My sincere thanks are due to Professor Sylvain Levi, 
not only for his many suggestions in the preparation of the 
work, but also for his kindly taking pains to look through 
the proof sheets.

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little book will, I hope, mark a 
new departure in the deve'opinent of 
Sanskrit scholarship in India. It will, 
perhaps, remind some learned readers of an other 

work, the Aryavidyasudhakara published at Bombay 
by Bhatta Yajnesvara Sarman A. D. 1868. But 
the comparison of these two books, equally honoura- 
ble to both, brings to the full light the advance 
made since forty years. The BhaUa'sJbook, useful 
as it was and still is, dwells mainly upon Sruti, 
Smriti and Darsanas; it is conceived and!) executed 
in tne traditional line of Hindu scieuce; it follows 
faithfully on the steps of Say ana and S&yanists. 
Our S&stri's endeavour tends to reconcile^Hindu 
tradition with the historical researches of foreign 
scholars. Of course, it is not what we should call 
a historical work, but it is a first step in order to 
bring the student of Sanskrit language and literature 
in contact with the problems of Hindu History. The 
picture of ancient India, as drawn by the S&stri, is 
no doubt a flattered one. But who would blame 
him? A loyal Hindu as he is, he looks into the 
past for an ideal of Aryan morals, worthy to be pro- 
pounded to the present time. Written in a plain and 
good style, without any show of pedantry d la Pandit, 
this book will certainly prove useful in the Sanskrit 
Schools of India. Foreign students of Sanskrit will 
also welcome it, as the Sanskrit language plays here 
the part it ought to play, I mean as a Ley to Hindu 
lore and Hindu civilization.
